King With Hands Clasped. 


The king stood with his hahds 
clasped in front of him, his shoul- 
ders squared, a truly martial 
figure. The slender queen, gowned 
all in white, redched scarcely to his 
shoulder, but she bore herself 
with simple dignity. 

The king and queen knelt 
reverently as the solemn mass be- 
gan with all the ceremony of the 
Catholic church. 

They stood as they touched the 
asperscrium.and made the sign of 
the cross. From the stained glass 
windows the figures of martyrs to 
the faith looked down upon them. 

In the hush which filled the great 
church it almost seemed that they 
were within one of the shell-torn 
cathedrals of their own Belgium 
giving thanks that their confidence 
in honor and justice had brought 
its reward. They raised their eves 
now and then to gaze into the 
calm but, careworn face of their 
own cardinal who sat on the op- 
posite side of the sanctuary. The 
King and queen followed the serv- 
ice devoutly from the plessing of 
the gospels by Cardinal O'Connell 
to the recessional. After the bless- 
ing of the incense the monarchs 
were incensed with the two car- 
dinals, as was their royal right. It 
was the first time such a ceremony 
has been enacted upon this con- 
tinent.. After the singing of the 
sanctus and the consecration, king, 
queen, crown prince and cardinals 
knelt before the altar. 

Cardinal Mercier in Pulpit. 

After holy communjon, Cardinal 
Mercier ascended the’ pulpit to 
thank the pe@ple of the United 
States in the name of his monarchs 
as well as his own for the help this 
land had given them in their hours 
of direst need.

When Vessel Docks

Washington, Ga., October 5.—One 
negro was shot to death tonight, 
two others were whipped, and five 
were reported as being held by a 
mob that since daybreak this mo 
ing has been scouring the swamps 
and canebrakes of Lincoln unty 
for Jack Gordon, a negro, + Segue 
and killed Red Freeman, a deputy 
sheriff, and wounded a citi en who 
attempted to aid the dep - Mem- 
bers of the mob are reported as in- 
tent upon lynching the negroes be- 
fore morning. 

The negro who was shot and 
Rilled and the two who were 
whipped bythe mob were said to 
have made boastful remarks regard- 
ing the killing of the deputy sher- 
iff. The five reported held are said 
to have been captured near the 
scene of the killing. Members of 
the mob said they would be held un- 
til Gordon, who was captured late 
today and placed in jail here, could 
be taken with them to the scene of 
Freeman's death. 

More than -a thousand persons 
packed Courthouse square here to- 
night demanding that Gordon .be 
turned over to them. Extra guards 
were on duty at the jail. ° 

The mob prepared to storm the 
jail, but a white citizen, climbing 
to a place of vantage, pleaded for a 
delay until Sheriff Kelley, of Lin- 
coln county, who was reported en 
route to this place, arrived. This 
apparently calmed the crowd. 

Sheriff Absent. 

Sheriff Callaway, of Wilkes coun- 
ty, 18 absent from Washington, and 
unaware of conditions at the jail.
